LIFELESS BODY 
FOUND IN WOODS 


Robert Wilson, of Greenmount, a 


Bachelor, Dies Alone in Woods 


Near his Home. Net Found for 


Twenty Four Hours. 


The lifeless body of Robert Wilson 
was found late Saturday afternoon 
about a half mile from Greenm ount 
in a woods w here it had evidently lain 
for tw enty four hours or more. Death 
is supposed to have been caused by a 
form of heart disease. 
Mr. Wilson 
was aged 80 years, 6 m onths and 22 
days.

His absence was not noted until 
Saturday m orning and then the first 
suspicion th at anything had befallen 
the 
gentlem an 
was 
gleaned 
when 
Jam es McCullough who had an ap­ 
pointm ent w ith him waited in vain 
for Mr. Wilson to appear. 
The ap­ 
pointm ent had to do with hauling 
some wood and Mr. McCullough went 
to the woods expecting to find Mr. 
Wilson there. 
He was not about and, 
returning to Greenm ount, Mr. McCul­ 
lough secured the services of some 
other men who helped to search the 
woods thoroughly and came upon the 
lifeless body. 
From the position of 
the dead m an’s body he was evidently 
stricken suddenly and fell over back­ 
ward, dying im mediately. 
Coroner W oomer was notified of 
the circum stances and decided th a t no 
inquest was necessary. 
Mr. W ilson had lived a t various 
places in the county and before going 
to G reenm ount was well known as a 
resident of Two Taverns. 
He leaves 
a num ber of 
nephews 
and 
nieces. 
The funeral service was held at 
one o’clock this afternoon from the 
home of Robert Bollinger, a grand- 
nephew, also residing a t Greenmount. 
Interm ent was made a t W hite Church.

MUST STAY AWAY 


Familiee where Meaalea Appear Must 
Slay Away from Gathering#. 


The attention of all fam ilies in 
which m easles exists, is called to th e 
fact th a t exclusion from schools ap ­ 
plies to schools of all kinds, Sunday, 
as well as others, and under the local j m ent. 


On account of the repeated use of 
profanity and proven violation of the 
law prohibiting the sale of liquor to 
men of known intem perate habits, li­ 
cense was refused to George B. Hoo­ 
ver, proprietor of the Elk Horn Hotel, 
Bendersville 
on 
Saturday 
evening, 
a fte r a hearing which lasted several 
days and involved a large number of 
witnesses on both sides. 
In announc­ 
ing the finding of the Court Judge 
Swope said, 
“The testim ony of the rem onstrants 
in this case, Mr. Hoover, showed you 
to he loud and profane. 
If a man 
sw ears repeatedly and is given to pro­ 
fanity he should not ask the Court for 
the 
privilege of keeping a 
public 
house. 
No license should he given to 
a man of known profanity. 


“ W hen a rem onstrance is filed and 
such charges sustained as are brought 
out here there is a duty imposed upon 
the C ourt to perform One of the re­ 
quirem ents of the law is th at no li­ 
censee shall sell to a man of known in­ 
tem perate habits. 
During the year, 
the testim ony of reputable witnesses 
showed, you sold to four such men. 
It is true you stopped selling them 
when you 
saw they ‘had enough’ 
and that, as a rule, would have lieen 
commendable, hut you are not allowed 
to sell at a ll—-not even a glass— to 
such persons, and it is the duty of 
every licensee to acquaint him self 
with the habits of his patrons so th at 
he m ay guard against such violations 
of the law. 
“ It is therefore on account of your 
profanity and this violation that we 
determ ine th a t you are not a fit per­ 
son to be given license and your pe­ 
tition is hereby refused. 
Your pres­ 
ent license does not expire until April 
first. 
On March 31st we will hear 
argum ent for the tran sfer of that li­ 
cense to any party who may appear 
satisfactory to the Court. 
, 
“W’e believe the hotel at Benders­ 
ville should have licenae. It is the onlv 
hotel in Menallen township and situat­ 
ed at the foot of the mountain. In this 
trial there has been no serious objec­ 
tion to licensing the place itself and 
we think that, under the present law, 
it is one of the first places in the 
county that should be 
given a 
li­ 
cense.” 
Judge Swope cautioned Mr. Hoover 
against any further violations of the 
law between now and the tim e of dis­ 
posing of the hotel and Mr. Hoover 
promised to observe carefully all the 
requirem ents. 
On Saturday afternoon the defense 
produced a large number of witnesses 
who testified to Hoover s good char­ 
acter and to his conduct of the hotel. 
In crossexam ination the attorneys 
for the rem onstrants succeeded in se­ 
curing frequent adm issions that Hoo­ 
ver was profane but failed to elicit 
testim ony th at he was a 
man of 
known intem perate habits. 
Some of 
these w itnesses when asked concern­ 
ing the four men whose habits had 
been 
established 
as 
intem perate 
stated they did not so regard them. 
The Court adjourned shortly a fte r 
five o’clock after hearing the final w it­ 
nesses and reconvened a t half past 
six for the addreses of the attorneys 
and the rendering of decision. 
John 
D. Keith and D. P. M cPherson outlin­ 
ed the case of the rem onstrants, lay­ 
ing special stress on Hoover’s profan­ 
ity and his law violations. 
Declaring 
th at the law required th a t an appli­ 
cant for liquor license should be a 
man of good m orals, one of the a t­ 
torneys said “ lf taking the name of 
the Lord in vain can be classed un­ 
der good m orals then I don’t know 
w hat good m orals are.” Mr. Keith and 
Mr. M cPherson did 
not 
press the 
charge of selling to m inors and the 
Court expressed an opinion th at that 
m atter was so much clouded in doubt 
th a t it could not be taken into consid­ 
eration. 
Mr. Hersh, representing Mr. Hoover, 
made an earnest plea th at the license 
be granted. 
He called special a tte n ­ 
tion to the fact th at a large number 
of the rem onstrants and the witnesses 
against Hoover lived a t a distance 
from Bendersville while many of his 
w itnesses lived right in the town and 
were much better acquainted with the 
conduct of the hotel than those who 
could not see it. 
Mr. H ersh also pro­ 
duced a hotel register and declared 
th a t none of the many guests whose 
nam es appeared there had come to 
C ourt to testify th at the petitioner 
had not conducted the place properly.

FRENCH CABINET 


War Minister Resigns Over Re­ 


instatement of de dam 


Paris, Jan. 13.—Alexander Mlllerand, 
who won a reputation at home and 
abroad as a great war m inister, re­ 
signed from th a t office. 
M. Lebrun, m inister of colonies, has 
been appointed m inister of war, and 
M. Besnard, under secretary of finance, 
replaces M. Debrun, the under secre­ 
taryship In the m inistry of finance be­ 
ing tem porarily abolished. 
This m inisterial crisis was the db 
rect outcome of the reinstatem ent of 
L ieutenant Colonel du Paty de Clam 
in the French territorial army. 
With 
the election of president coming on 
Friday next, the political situation has 
become greatly confused, with Indica­ 
tions pointing to a stirring week. 
The Instalm ent incident led to d ra­ 
m atic seshions of the cabinet, at which 
M. Mlllerand explained th at he felt in 
honor bound to re-establish Paty de 
Clam in fulfillment of a promise made 
by his predecessor In the war ministry, 
M. M assi my, but as this act was caus­ 
ing serious attacks against the minis­ 
try, he desired to withdraw. 
The m inister of agriculture, Jules 
Pams, who is opposing Prem ier Poln 
care for the presidency of the repub­ 
lic, expresses regret that M. Mlllerand 
had seen fit to take such a responsi­ 
ble political step w ithout consulting 
bls colleagues. 
P rem ier P oincsre himself adm itted 
that had the m inister of war conferred 
with him he could not have seen his 
way clear to ratifying the reinstate­ 
m ent of Du Paty de Clam. N everthe­ 
less he wanted to stand by the war 
m inister, and believed It was the duty 
of the entire m inistry to resign. 
The decision of the cabinet to re 
main in office is accredited to the in­ 
fluence of Aristide Brland. minister of 
Justice, who strongly opposed such a 
step at a moment when. aa be put i t 
the external situation was critical aud 
when France should observe a strong 
consevutlve foreign policy.
